WThirty-seven-year-old Lester 
James Eierdam decided to do his 
community a service. After all, he 
had spent most of his life making 
people miserable, racking up more 
than SO arrests in eight years, 
including the attempted murder of 
a Las Vegas police officer. Now he 
was going to kill himself, but 
inhaling hot magnum or jumping 
in front of a truck on the nearby 
interstate just wasn’t his style. He 
was going to take somebody with 
him. Preferably a cop. 

Eierdam’s lethal odyssey began 
on October 11, 1988, well before 
the morning sun had a chance to 
heat the Las Vegas streets. He set 
his day in motion by drinking 
vodka straight from the bottle, 
popping some pills and shooting 
his five-shot .38 caliber handgun 
indiscriminately in and around his 
mobile home. He found a local 
friend named Keith Long, and 
together they prowled the streets. 

Long was unsure what his 
buddy was up to. At the 
intersection of Nellis and 
Charleston, Eierdam slowly 
warmed up by pointing his gun at 
a female motorist. A little further 
north on Nellis, they passed a 
truck and Eierdam took a shot at 
the tires. After that, random street 
signs became targets. 

A little after 1100 hours, 
Eierdam directed Long to the 
home of an ex-girlfriend, where he 
shot five rounds through the door. 

Back-to-back calls came into 
the police department. One came 
from the female victim at Nellis 
and Charleston, and another from 
the ex-girlfriend, who mentioned 
that Eierdam had said something 
about not being taken alive by the 
police. 

The incident was beginning to 
snowball for Eierdam and the Las 
Vegas Metropolitan Police 
Department. 

Eierdam and Long hit the 
streets again. At Pecos and 
Bonanza, Eierdam terrorized

shooting out his tires. They 
stopped briefly to visit Eierdam’s 
friends, where he acted even more 
strangely. Like a politician tossing 
campaign buttons to the loyal 
masses, Eierdam handed out his 
extra bullets as souvenirs. He 
talked of suicide and bequeathed 
two hundred dollars for his burial. 
When he had nothing more to do, 
Eierdam told Long that they were 
switching places in the car. 

Once again they were back on 
the road, and before Eierdam 
could do any more damage, 
LVMPD Officer Jim Hulsey 
passed him coming from the 
opposite direction. Eierdam 
accelerated and swung the tan 
1980 Dodge Diplomat into a 
residential area, racing several 
blocks before stopping in a 
cul-de-sac. By now, Long had 
guessed Eierdam’s game plan. 
While Eierdam was busy pointing 
his gun at an irate neighborhood 
resident who had commented on 
his reckless driving, Long got out 
and walked away. 

Eierdam continued his rampage 
alone. When he hit eastbound 
Chantilly a few minutes later, 
Officer Marc Kahre, a 13-year 
veteran assigned to the traffic 
division, fell in behind him. 
Hulsey, still in the immediate area, 
again found himself approaching 
from the opposite direction and 
quickly made a U-tum after 
Eierdam and Kahre had passed. 
Eierdam’s first impulse was to 
rabbit. He slammed his foot down 
on the accelerator, but only 
managed to run up over the curb 
and veer sharply back into the 
street. Then he stood on the 
brakes, forcing Kahre to skid to a 
stop behind Eierdam’s vehicle. 

In a split second, Eierdam was 
out of his car. He balanced his left 
arm on the roof, extended his right 
arm and drew down on Kahre, 
who was still on his bike. In one 
practiced, fluid motion, Kahre _ 


shook his right glove loose, drew 

his weapon and fired. At the same 
time, from less than 15 feet away, 
Eierdam jerked his trigger. 

The bullet hit Kahre in the 
forehead, dropping him against the 
side of Hulsey’s vehicle, which 
had just pulled to the immediate 
left of Kahre’s position. As Kahre 
slid to the pavement, his bike fell 
on top of him. Eierdam moved 
from his position, engulfed by the 
sight of the mortally wounded 
officer, and prepared for the kill. 

Believing that Kahre had 
dumped his bike to take cover, 
Hulsey realized that he had no 
time to get out of his vehicle. 
Instinctively, he drew his 9mm 
semi-automatic handgun and fired 
through his windshield at 
Eierdam. Three of the bullets 
punched into Eierdam’s 
midsection, and another found the 
spot where his shoulder curved up 
into his neck. Eierdam returned 
fire without effect as Hulsey 
ducked low into the car seat. 

Eierdam didn’t go down. In 
fact, he seemed unaffected by the 
fusillade that Hulsey had 
unleashed from less than 10 feet 
away. For the few seconds that he 
lay prone on the car seat, Hulsey 
expected Eierdam to appear at the 
window and continue the firefight. 
But when he glanced up, Eierdam 
was back at his vehicle and just 
about to enter the driver’s side. 
Hulsey resumed firing and struck 
Eierdam once in the right, rear 
hip. Despite having been shot five 
times, Eierdam drove away from 
Officer Hulsey, who had in all, 
fired 21 rounds, reloading once. 

Eierdam did not get far. In his 
haste to escape, he climbed the 
back of another vehicle that was 
stopped for a red light at the 
intersection of Lamb and 
Charleston. His psychotic wish 
fulfilled with the death of Kahre, 
he placed his weapon to his own 
head and pulled the trigger.

One morning, furious over a paddling 
he’d just received, Brian climbed to the 
top of a ten-foot-high circular slide, tied 
one end of a jump rope around his neck, 
and secured the other to the steel hand- 
holds. He remembers feeling “nothing in- 
side” as he pushed off. The rope jerked 
him backward off the slide and left him 
swinging three feet above the ground. 


The January attack on school children in Stockton, Calif., has 
given the issue a new salience. Patrick Purdy, described by 
Stockton police as a troubled drifter, fired some 110 rounds from an AK-47 
assault rifle, killing five children and wounding 29 others as they played on the 
grounds of an elementary school. 

In the wake of that attack, a number of communities around the country 
stepped up efforts that would sharply curtail ownership of the AK-47 and similar 
weapons. Those actions, however, have not been universally applauded. Some 
gun manufacturers have contested them, as has the National Rifle Association. 
President George Bush, a lifetime NRA member, has gone on record opposing 
federal regulatory action, and in so doing appears to be resisting pressure from 
law enforcement organizations that backed his campaign. 

Predictably, the position of those opposing imposition of controls is that the 
criminal activity of some groups should not be used as the rationale for 
depriving law-abiding citizens of their rights and privileges. Improved law 
enforcement, it is argued, is the answer, not more laws. 

Kansas City, Mo Police Chief Larry Joiner, takes a different view of the 
issue, however. “I would support a ban on the sale of assault weapons to private 
citizens,” Joiner says. “They are only designed for one purpose—to kill people. 
No one I know hunts with an assault rifle.” 

That view is echoed by Redmond, Wash. Chief, Steven Harris. “I’m a 
sportsman and hunter myself,” Harris says, ’but I don’t see the need for assault 
weapons to be sold to the general public.”

Trigger control: without debating the mer- 
its of the various methods of causing a hand- 
gun to fire, let’s look at how an airgun can 
help you with whatever method works best 
for you. First, an airgun is cheap practice. 
Second, the airgun lets you work on your 
trigger control without the distractions of 
noise and recoil. Third, the lack of distrac- 
tions helps you coordinate your trigger con- 
trol with proper grip and exact sight 
alignment. 

Trigger control should be practiced both 
ways: in isolation, and in conjunction with 
the other fundamentals.

When you learn to feel 
every tool mark on your hammer, trigger, 
and sear during one squeeze, you're going 
slow enough.

It is a chilly, late November evening in the steep hills of Hoot Owl Mountain, a neighborhood outside the town of 


Grundy, Virginia. Mark Branham, 27, is preparing for work. 


An ex-cop who now works as a sergeant for a security firm, he has adjusted to civilian life. He is resting in 
preparation for his third shift job when two gunshots echo from the darkness in the hills above the home he shares 


with his elderly, deaf father. 


Branham snaps upright, alert. The possibility of poachers crosses his mind, but he dismisses it almost immediately. 
More likely, he thinks, a hiker has become lost or injured himself on the steep and slippery hillside and fired a couple 


of signal shots. 


Branham dresses to investigate. Because he does not really anticipate any sort of violent encounter, it never occurs 
to him to don his Second Chance vest, grab some spare ammo, or unlimber his scoped Remington .30-06 autoloader or 
any of the other powerful rifles and shotguns from the gun case. He does, more out of habit than anything else, take 


his service revolver. 


The gun is a Smith & Wesson Combat Magnum, Model 19-3, with four-inch barrel. it used to be his police service 
revolver, and he’s spent money getting it right. The action is smooth and glassy, the sights are high visibility Millets, 
the finish by Armalloy gives it a stainless look, and the low-profile walnut grips are by Art Jewel. 

For controllable recoil and muzzle flash, he has chosen 110 grain .357 semi jacketed hollowpoint ammo by CCI- 
Speer. The usual six rounds are in the chambers as he tucks the revolver into his right hip pocket. 

On the way up the hill, he stops at his pickup truck for his multi-cell police-style flashlight. He leaves the Remington 


870 12 gauge riot gun; there seems no need for it. He continues on up the hill. 


Soon, he spies a familiar figure. It is his 
next-door neighbor, Burton Owens, 61. 
Owens is holding a heavy miner’s lantern. 
Branham relaxes. No problem. 

The men begin talking. Owens explains 
that he has shot and killed a cat. “‘A wild- 
cat?” Branham’s question is eager. Seeing 
no long gun in sight, he assumes the older 
man has killed a lynx with his revolver. A 
hunter himself who has often stalked 
game with Owens, Branham knows his 
neighbor to be so good a shot that he kills 
squirrels and other small pot animals fir- 
ing one-hand, offhand, with his long bar- 
rel Smith & Wesson .38 Special. 

Owens replies that it wasn’t a wildcat 
he shot, just a housecat. Branham asks 
why. Taking the comment as judgmental, 
Owens raises his voice and begins a tirade 
about how Branham and his father don’t 
show him sufficient respect. 

That’s enough for the young ex-cop. He 
has smelled alcohol on Burton Owens’ 
breath, and will state later that he has long 
known that the man can be violent when 
he’s liquored up. 

Mark Branham now makes the mistake 
that is nearly his last. Rising to leave, he 
turns away from his longtime neighbor 
and says, “It don’t look like you need any 
help here.” 

Burton Owens growls back, ‘‘You 
never been any help to me in your life!”’ 

And swings the heavy miner’s lantern. 


Admits killing mother 


Stephen Davis, 24, of Rockville Cen- 
tre, L.L., interrupted jury selection in 
his murder trial yesterday to plead 
guilty. “I strangled my mother,” said 
Davis, when asked by the judge to state 
what he had done. 

He told police he had choked his 
mother with his hands, cut her throat 
with a kitchen knife and then stran- 
gled her with a bicycle chain before 
submerging her in a bathtub.

It crashes into Mark Branham’s skull 
and he goes down from the impact, sliding 
toward the bottom of the hill. His flash- 
light flies from his hand, coming to rest in 
the frozen leaves and casting an eerie 
white glow over the death battle that is 
to follow. 

As Branham falls Owens is on him, 
raining blows. Some are with the lantern, 
whose lens breaks from the repeated im- 
pact; some are believed to be from the 
still-loaded revolver he used to shoot the 
housecat. It is a blue steel, five-inch Smith 
& Wesson Model 10. 

As they roll downward together, the 
Combat Magnum slips from Branham’s 
hip pocket and somehow comes under his 
hand. He grabs it and lashes out at his 
antagonist with it, yelling, ““What’s wrong 
with you?” 

They are still clubbing each other, over- 
hand. Branham’s skull is deeply dented, 
leaving him with permanently impaired 
vision, recurring headaches that will last 
for years if not the rest of his life, and 
lacerations that will take from 50 to 70 
stitches to close, depending on which doc- 
tor and emergency room nurse has the 
best memory.

state psychiatric hospitals. Now.he 
was out and the little things were 
bothering him again. 

The big commercial jets landing 
at Los Angeles International 
Airport a.few miles away were too 
noisy. The neighbors across the 
street were always laughing at 
him. He was having trouble 
remembering things, and once 
mentioned to his father that he was 
going to die young. 

DeWitt Hooks was living on.the 
edge. And so was the neighborhood 
around Van Ness and 83rd Street. 
He occasionally liked to walk out 
of his modest tract home. and 
fire a few rounds from one of his 
several weapons. Two years 
earlier, a SWAT team had to re- 
move him from his house and take 
his guns. At about the same time, 

a couple of local gang members 
ran into him on the street, took 
his money and left.him with a 
‘broken jaw and heightened sense 
of paranoia. 

Finally, on November.5, 1986, 
he walked into the Western Surplus 
store on South Western Avenue.in 
Los Angeles and bought an 8mm 
Mauser rifle. Five months later, he 
stood in front of his house and shot 
people.as fast as he could find 
targets and work the bolt of the 
vintage weapon. 

DeWitt Hooks began his 
‘rampage by randomly firing a 
few rounds into the neighborhood. 
When he spotted 46-year-old 
William Britt standing on the 
sidewalk across the street, Hooks 
calmly, almost methodically, raised 
his rifle and shot Britt in the face. 


DeWitt Hooks found himself 
looking into the bores of two 
Remington shotguns, a Colt .357 
magnum and a 9mm S&W Model 
59. He also heard four police 
officers tell him in every 
conceivable way to drop his 
weapon. His response came right 
out of a bad movie. He gradually 
stopped walking, pulled a pair of 
goggles down over his eyes and 
glanced back and forth at the two 
police units. He then lowered the 
barrel of his rifle, leaned forward 
and fired one round at Officers 
Mylar and Ragan. 

The bullet split the officers and 
shattered the back window of their 
patrol unit. Their answer-was swift, 
although not immediately deadly. 
Eight rounds of 00 buck, four .357 
magnum rounds and 14 9mm 
rounds tore into and around DeWitt 
-Hooks as he tried to slide another 
bullet into the bolt-action rifle. 
Officers Ragan and Gland 
discarded their shotguns and drew 
their duty weapons. Ragan recalled 
later that he was vividly aware that 
he would need to reload as quickly 
as possible after firing six rounds, 
and wished.he was holding a 
semi-automatic instead of the 
wheel gun he had carried for 
several years. 

Officer Gland was able to fire an 
additional six rounds. Hooks 
staggered backwards and fell, still 
clutching his rifle to his chest. He 
struggled to get-up, but fell back 
and laid motionless.

Two Assault Rifles

Passengers in a car that may have been stolen 
pitched out two loaded assault rifles and magazines 
with extra ammunition as a police cur chased them 
through Queens early yesterday, police said. 

The car got away after a patrol supervisor ordered 
an end to the chase, but the officers recovered the 
weapons and the ammunition, the police said. 

The chase began after officers saw the car shortly 
after 3 a.m. in Ridgewood, Queens, and thought it 
might have been stolen, said Sgt. Raymond O’Don- 
nell, a police spokesman. When the officers tried to 
stop it, the car took off, O’Donnell said. 

During the chase, the car’s three occupants threw 
out a rifle on Putnam Avenue. About a block later, 
they threw out a second rifle and the extra magazines, 
O’Donnell said. 

The officers recovered an AK-47 assault rifle with 70 
live rounds in a drum magazine, an accessory that 
provides extra ammunition.

Stockton Massacre 


n January 17, 1989, morning 
recess was suddenly interrupt- 
ed as dozens of screaming 


school children scattered to escape the 
slaughter. On this cold, crisp mid-day 
in Stockton, Calif., thoughts of school- 
yard games ended when the heavily- 
armed Patrick E. Purdy killed five chil- 
dren and injured 29 others, including a 
teacher, before he committed suicide on 
the Cleveland Elementary playground. 
Described as a “troubled drifter” by 
police reports, Purdy fired more than 
110 rounds of an AK-47 assault rifle 
into the terrified children. Although 
not under the influence of narcotics at 
the time of that attack, Purdy was a 
known drug user and had a lengthy 
history of encounters with law enforce- 
ment agencies along the West Coast, 
for offenses involving narcotics, 
weapons charges and prostitution. 
Initially, San Joaquin public safety 
agencies heard reports of a car fire. 
Less than a minute later, shots were re- 
ported fired at the elementary school 
across the street from the carfire loca- 
tion. Seconds later, there was still an- 
other horrifying message: “Children 
are down—shots still being fired.” 
Purdy had ignited the car with a 
sparkler, apparently to draw the chil- 
dren to the fenced portion of the 
schoolyard in which he waited. As the 
curious youngsters came near, he 
opened fire with his weapon. Ap- 
parently unfamiliar with an automatic 
weapon, Purdy fanned the assault rifle, 
uncontrollably strafing the buildings, 
the asphalt, and the people with long 
series of firings. Before the gunfire 
ended, Purdy would empty three clips. 
“The Stockton massacre exempli- 
fies why the assault rifle should be out- 
lawed,” declares Dr. Garen Wintemute. 


As a police reader suggests (see letters in next month’s issue): “If we don’t 
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Scores of police and rescue workers 
attend to the dead and wounded after the 
tragedy in Stockton, Calif. 


Dr. Wintemute is an assistant professor 
of family practice at the University of 
California, School of Medicine (Davis, 
Calif.). He is considered to be one of 
the nation’s leading authorities on 
firearm injuries and deaths. 

“The pro-gun people are going to 
say ‘it’s not the gun, it’s the person.’ 
But when someone like Purdy wanders 
onto a children’s school playground, 
fires 110 rounds and hits 36 moving 
targets, the choice of weapon is criti- 
cal. This would not have happened to 
this degree if he had used a handgun,” 
said Wintemute. 

Many of the injured children sus- 
tained major, life-threatening injuries. 
Loss of life was reduced because of the 
fast response by emergency medical 
teams, according to the San Joaquin 
Disaster coordinator, Dr. Gordon Buys. 
The powerful weapon caused wounds

Legislation has been introduced in 
Sacramento’s statehouse by Senator 
David Roberti (D-Hollywood) and As- 
semblyman Mike Roos (D-Los 
Angeles) banning non-military sale of 
assault rifles. ““These weapons were 
designed for the sole purpose of killing 
people—but enemy soldiers, not inno- 
cent children,” reminds Wintemute. 

The AK-47 assault rifle is manufac- 
tured in China and is widely sold 
throughout the United States to gun col- 
lectors and self-styled survivalists. In 
several communities, including Los An- 
geles, cash bounties have been extended 
to all persons turning in automatic 
weapons to the authorized agency. 

The motive for the shooting remains 
unknown. As the City of Stockton re- 
turns to its routine, the aftermath and 
fallout still affect all of Purdy’s inno- 
cent victims, including the law en- 
forcement personnel.

As Lapproached the building the sound of 
moaning. punctuated by deep laughs. was 
clearly audible. The rear of the church con- 
tained two small. dirty windows at eye 
level. through which I looked. Although the 
interior of the church was dark by compari- 
son with the blazing outdoors sunlight. | 
could pick out the forms of two naked black 
men torturing 4 young white woman whom | 
assumed to be a nun or ‘eacher. She had 
been stripped naked and was stretched out in 
the aisle of the church, arms pulled tightly 
over her head by one of the rebels. while the 
other knelt on her stomach and repeatedly 
touched her nipples with a burning 
cigarette. She had burn marks on her face 
and neck as well. Uniforms of the 
Katangese Gendarmerie were thrown over 
the back of a pew. and female garments 
were scattered near the door. A Soviet- 
made Mosin-Nagant M1944 carbine lay in 
the aisle beside the young woman. Another 
rifle had een left leaning against the wall 
near the uniforms. There appeared to be no 
one else present in the church. 


There had been two nuns at Okonda: the 
young one we saved, and an older one we 
didn't. When I first entered the church I was 
standing slightly behind the altar, and off to 
the left side. From that position [ couldn't 
see the front of the altar. a rather large affair 
made of rough-hewn wood with a cross 
towering above it. Perhaps it was a good 
thing I could not. for the rebels had used the 
altar to butcher the old nun. 

They had stripped her naked, but had not 
assaulted her sexually, probably because 
she was elderly. and obese. Instead, they sat 
her upright with her back to the altar, and 
nailed her hands to it in apparent mimickry 
of the crucifixion. Then they cut off her 
breasts with a bayonet and. in a final act of 
savagery. drove the bayonet through her 
mouth into the altar behind, impaling her in 
an upright sitting position. Evidence of a 
struggle showed that she had not died in- 
stanly from the bayonet wound, but had 
probably succumbed to the loss of blood 


We found the owner of the male genitalia 
tied spread-eagle in the middle of the village 
compound, with the nun’s breasts attached 
to his chest with sharpened sticks. He was 
still alive but had lost much blood. We had 
no means of transfusion, so we stopped the 
bleeding as best we could. He died two 
hours later. The rebels had partly completed 
a scarecrow in the compound. The priest's 
smock was draped over the frame, which 
had been prepared for his head and hands 
with razor sharp spikes. I thought they were 
simply waiting for him to die.

The one who had been holding the nun’s 
arms was visibly shaking with fear. his eyes 
flying uncontrollably about the room. Ina 
second they rested on the rifle lying in the 
aisle. The nun had rolled onto her stomach, 
clutching her breasts and rocking trom side 
to side, moaning in pain. 

"Don't be a fool, man." I cautioned. But 
he did it anyway. 

In a burst of panic he emitted a loud. 
piercing wail and dove for the rifle. Landing 
on his knees he grabbed the weapon, and 
turning his terrified tace to mine. attempting 
to bring the weapon to bear. My first burst 
caught him in the face. the second full in the 
chest. He was dead before he tell over, a 
body missing most of its head. 

The second terrorist began to wave his 
arms frantically up and down. like a feather- 
less black bird attempting to take flight. His 
eyes kept flitting back and forth between the 
muzzle of the Sterling and his own weapon. 
which was leaning against the wall a good 
10 feet away. By now the whole village had 
erupted into battle. with the loud “‘rrup, 
rrup, rrup"’ of the rifle sections’ LMGs 
dominant.

He was subse- 
quently described in his probation offi- 
cer’s report as ‘'a danger to himself and 
Others,”” according to a public psychia- 
trist. 

Yet Purdy’s felony arrests were re- 
peatedly plea-bargained down to misde- 
meanors, and he was sentenced to a total 
of 80 days behind bars. The failure of

In an unsuccessful attempt to make a 
Glock malfunction, I loaded up several 
magazines with every factory load I could 
get my hands on, with every bullet weight 
and bullet style available. Each magazine 
contained one each of those factory loads 
in a staggered fashion. I then emptied the 
magazines rapid fire with the gun held 
upright in the conventional manner, right 
side down, left side down, and upside 
down. Not once did the Glock miss a beat. 

I repeated that exercise many times and 
not once did the gun malfunction. Since 
that time, I have put over 2000 rounds 
through the gun and have purposefully 
neglected to clean it. The Glock still eats 
up anything I choose to feed it.

If you’ve ever got to 
shoot, chances are you’ll be so close to 
your target you couldn’t miss if you 
tried. And what kind of practice could 
you possibly need with a nightstick? 

What more is 
there to it? Any fool can snap on the 
bracelets, and a one-handed blind man 
can do a search. Don’t sweat the de- 
tails. Practice is for those with nothing 
better to do. 

Significantly, of the officers mur- 
dered, some 13 were shot with their 
own weapons. The most popular 
firearms used against officers were the 
.38-caliber and the .357-magnum. 
These two weapons accounted for 
nearly two-thirds of the police handgun 
killings. In addition, three officers were 
stabbed to death, two were run down 
with vehicles, and two were wounded 
with gunfire and then burned to death 
in a vehicle. 

Where did these violent deaths 
occur? The country’s most populous 
region, the South, accounted for 28 po- 
lice killings during the year. The 
Midwest reported 17 officers killed; 
the West, 15; the Northeast, 12; and 


Puerto Rico. 1. 
How did these peace officers die? 


Twenty-seven were slain in arrest situ- 
ations. Twenty-two officers were killed 
after responding to disturbance calls 
of one kind or another. Eight were 
murdered while enforcing traffic laws. 
Six were handling or transporting pris- 
oners when fatally attacked and five 
were investigating suspicious persons 
or circumstances. Four officers were 
killed during ambush attacks and one 
was murdered by a mentally deranged 
subject. 

Who murdered police in that sample 
year? Of 85 suspects identified, 77 
were male and eight were female. 
Forty-six of the assailants were under 
age 30. Forty-six also had been arrest- 
ed previously.

SACRAMENTO, Calif. — A bill to vir- 


tually ban sales of more than 40 types 
of assault weapons in California, in- 
cluding the one used by a deranged 
drifter to kill five Stockton schoolchil- 
dren, was cleared yesterday by the As- 
sembly.

Gov. George Deukmejian has indi- 
cated a preference for the Assembly’s 
bill.

Couple Die in Apparent 
Murder-Suicide in N.J. 


Bloomingdale, N.J. (AP) — A school teacher appar- 
ently shot his wife to death and then committed sui- 
cide as the couple’s three adopted and mentally dis- 
abled children remained in another room, officials 
said yesterday. 

The incident in the couple's home appeared to be a 
murder-suicide, but is still under investigation, Pas- 
saic County Prosecutor Ronald Fava said. 

The couple were identified as David Hoffman, 53. 
and his wife Carolyne, 46. They apparently died early 
Sunday, but their bodies were not found until Monday 
night. Bloomingdale police entered the home at the 
request of Carolyne Hoffman’s relatives, who became 
concerned when no one answered the telephone. 

Fava said the couple’s children were found un- 
harmed by police and taken to Chilton Memorial Hos- 
pital for observation. 

The children included two boys, aged 3 and 6, anda 
19-year-old girl with a mental age of about 9, he said.

A man who menaced scores of pedestrians with an 
18-inch knife yesterday afternoon on a crowded mid- 
town Manhattan street was fatally shot by one of sever- 
al police officers trying to subdue him. 

The man, who police said apparently was emotional- 
ly disturbed, told police to ‘‘come and get it” when they 
surrounded him on Third Avenue at East 46th Street 
about 2:30 p.m. after he lunged at a police officer who 
was about three feet away. The man was shot once in 
the upper chest and stomach, police and witnesses said. 
The wounded man struggled across the street and col- 
lapsed just above 45th Street. Still alive, he was hand- 
cuffed and taken to Bellevue Hospital Center, where he 
died less than an hour later, police said. 

Officer Robert Masucci, 26, who fired the fatal shots, 
stood next to the prone body and wept. witnesses said. 
Police first had tried to subdue the man with a stun gun, 
striking him once in the chest, but it failed to stop him. 

Police Inspector James McCabe said the man, whose 
head was shaved. wore four shirts, two pair of trousers, 


A liquor bottle encased in a crumpled brown bag lay 
nearby. Witnesses said it had been stuffed into the 
man’s rear right pocket. 


By that point, police and witnesses said, the man 
had reached Third Avenue, where a police car 
stopped. 

Masucci and his partner. Officer Peter Friscia, got 
out and followed the man. McCabe said. 


Steve Davis. dressed in a double-breasted gray 
suit and red tie, stands on the sidewalk a few 
paces north of the Bailey Cafe. There are two 
veliow chalk circles by his feet. One says ‘‘p”’ for 
perpetrator and the other ‘‘po”’ for police officers. 
Business people stream by as Davis reports that 
the skinhead, as yet unknown, first appears at 
First Avenue and 47th Street and is reported as 
an emotionally disturbed person. There are more 
calls as he meanders through the streets, waving 
this knife that was closer to a sword. Now he is 
up to Third and 47th and turns downtown. He 
passes Joe and Rose’s Restaurant, walking close 
to the building, with the knife held out and to the 
rear in his right hand. Two policemen trail him 
and walk to the outside of him. Their guns are 
aimed right at him. There is plenty of room and 
no reason to shoot. Police cars pull up at the 
northeast corner of Third and 46th. A sergeant 
named Robert Harnischfeger shoots a Taser gun 
at the guy. A Taser has electronic darts, on wires, 
that go into a body and should knock anybod) 
flat. Apparently, the darts don’t get through his 
clothing 

Now the guy walks with his big knife across 
the street and is on the sidwalk between 46th and 
45th Streets. on the East Side of the street. Lt. 
Davis says that at this spot he turns with the 
knife and waves it. Davis places one officer, Rob 
ert Masucci. only five paces away. and the skin- 
head starts swinging the sword. Masucci shoots 
him twice in the chest. You ask if the guy has to 


“I dan’t know if the guy is going to make it,”

Jackson v. State. 463 So.2d 372 (1985) 

Jackson fought with officers who were attempting to arrest him. 
A jury convicted him of resisting arrest with \ iolence after the judge 
instructed them that a person is never justified in the use of any 
force to resist an arrest. The appellate court reversed. stating that 
the law allows the use of force by a person being arrested in cases 
where excessive force is used by the officers making the arrest. 
20. Illegal Arrest - Suspect May Resist with Necessary Amount 
of Force WA 

State v. Hornaday. 713 P.2d 71 (1980) 

A police officer noticed the odor of alcohol on Hornaday’s breath. 
and arrested him on charges of being a minor in possession of 
alcohol. Hornaday resisted and was charged with resisting arrest. 
The court held that the arrest was unlawful because Hornaday was 
NOLIN possession oF alcohol. as it was in his body already, and that 
Hornaday was theretore entitied under Washington law to resist ar- 
rest by using an amount of torce proportional to that amount being 
used in the attempt to arrest him

Insufficient Facts - Warrantless Arrest - Possession of Co- 
caine with Intent to Distribute TX 
Smith v. State of Texas. 759 SW.2d 163 (1988) 


Two police officers were on routine patrol when they 
passed a parking lot where Smith was standing next to another 
man by a car. One ofticer recognized Smith as being someone 
who previously made some transactions. The officers circled 
back and saw Smith exchange something with the other man. 
The officers told both men to stop and conducted a search. 
One officer noted that Smith had a manila envelope on him, 
which is commonly used to carry drugs. The officer opened 
it to find cocaine. Smith was arrested. 

The officer then took some car keys that had been found 
on Smith, opened the car and the trunk and conducted a 
search. The officer found four ounces of cocaine in the trunk 
and a machine-pistol in the car. Smith was convicted of pos- 
session of cocaine with intent to distribute and appealed the 
conviction on the grounds that the cocaine had been seized 
after an illegal arrest and could not be used as evidence against 
him at trial. 


DECISION: Reversed. 

Insufficient evidence was presented at trial to support the 
officer's warrantless arrest of Smith. The officers had no 
definite idea what the “something” was which Smith gave 
to the other man. The activity of Smith and the other man 
— standing by the car in the lot. exchanging “something” 
— could have been as innocuous as it was criminal. Without 
more to go on. the evidence was insufficient to support a war- 
rantless arrest. Any evidence found as a result of that arrest 
could not be used against Smith at trial. The conviction had 
to be reversed.

A California winery worker faced murder 
charges yesterday stemming from a bloodbath 
‘‘so bizarre, so incomprehensible” that the 
county public defender said he believed a brain 
disorder might explain the crimes. 

Ramon Salcido remained under heavy guard 
and a suicide watch in the Sonoma County, Ca- 
lif., jail, a day after an enraged mob greeted his 
arrival from Mexico with shouts of “Kill him” 
and picket signs supporting capital punish- 
ment. 

Salcido so far has been charged with four 
counts of murder and three of attempted mur- 
der in the April 14 killing spree that claimed the 
lives of his wife, two of their children and four 
others. 

He could face the death penalty if convicted. 

Sonoma County Chief Public Defender Mar- 
teen Miller said he will have Salcido undergo a 
battery of psychiatric and neurological tests. “‘I 
expect to find some brain lesion or tumor,” he 
said, calling the crimes ‘‘so bizarre, so incom- 
prehensible.”’

Police said the high

When he was arrested 
and booked yesterday, 
Britton gave his nickname 
as “Rambo."' Town of 
Poughkeepsie Police Chief 
Stanley Still Jr. said the 


* youth may have been “em- 


ulating’ the character 
when he shot his family. 

Britton had Rambo post- 
ers in his room, as well as 
the official “Rambo III” 
movie magazine, “Soldier 
of Fortune” magazine, ar- 
ticles about guns, and mili- 
tary paraphernalia includ- 
ing army fatigues, 
canteens, ammunition 
packs and a: smoke gre- 
nade. 

“I'd say he had a defi- 
nite fixation on Rambo 
and military activity and 
military life,” said Still. 
Police said Britton’s un- 
cle, Richard Britton, who 
lives next door, called au- 
thorities at 5:22 a.m. yes- 
terday. 

Richard Britton said his 
nephew had come to his 
house, saying his father 
was shooting the family, 


Jason was still alive 
when police arrived, and 
was taken to St. Francis 
Hospital in Poughkeepsie. 
He died at 8:06 a.m. 

Sherry Britton, shot in 
the head and chest, was in 
fair condition following 
Surgery at Vassar Brothers 
Hospital and is expected 
to Survive. 

The tragedy shocked the 
rural area of single-family 
homes and shopping malls 
on the outskirts of Pough- 
keepsie. 

“I never expected to see 
something like this in our 
town,” Still said. 


They ask why 


“The big reaction is, why 
would somebody do some- 
thing like this?” said Ber- 
nard Patynski, principal of 
Arlington South Campus 
High School in LaGrange, 
where Britton was en- 
rolled. 

Patynski described the 
slim, wiry teenager as “an 
average type kid"’ who 
“didn't stand out in the 
crowd.” 

But neighbors of the 
Brittons, Joann and Herb 
Pelton, said the accused 
teenager, wearing fa- 
tigues, often played mili- 
tary-type games with his 
brother and the Peltons' 
young sons, fired his rifle 
in the yard, and had previ- 
ously shot his brother and 
sister with a BB gun.

Police were not sure what set off the lanky high-school sophomore 
yesterday morning. But in less than three minutes, he wiped out 


most of his family with a 
shotgun, they said. 

His 44-year-old father, 
Dennis, his mother, Mar- 
lene, 42, and his brother, 
Jason, 8, were killed. 

His sister, Sherry, 18, was 
in fair condition after sur- 
gery at Vassar Brothers 
Hospital. 

Still said the youth had a 
Rambo “fixation.” 


His bedroom was cov: 
ered with memorabilia 
from the blockbuster 


movie scrics, as well as 
military paraphernalia — 
including a smoke grenade 
and canvas ammunition 
packs, police said. 

When he was arrcsted, 
Britton told police his nick- 
name was Rambo, Still 
said. 

Police sources told The 
Post the “shaken” but un- 
repentant youth confessed 
to the crime. 

But Britton pleaded inno- 
cent at his arraignment on 
charges of murder and at- 
tempted murder. 

He was ordered held 
without bail by Pough- 
keepsie Town Court Jus- 
tice Paul Sullivan and was 
under a suicide watch in 
Dutchess County Jail. 

“IT never expected to sce 
something like this in our 
town,” said Still. 

Shortly after 5 a.m., Brit- 
ton armed with a 20- 
gauge shotgun and a 12- 
gauge semiautomatic 
systematically pumped 
eight shots into family 
membcrs, police said.

An avcrage student, Brit- 
ton didn't belong to clubs 
or teams at the high 
school, officials said. 

Principal Bernie Patyn- 
ski said the school had to 
call his parents several 
times this year because he 
hadn't shown up — for 
classes. 

“He used to play GI Joe 
with the kids. He used to 
take them to the woods toa 
hole. He would put them in 
the hole ... He sometimes 
tied them up. We just kept 
our kids away from him 
after tley toid us about 
this. He was an Army per- 
son, that was his dream — 
to go to the Marines.” 

Pelton's daughter, Tracy, 
said she remembered the 
accused killer's younger 
brother, Jason, telling her 
how Britton “cut himself 
and watched the. blood 
run.”
